George Nicoll, Veteran of World War, Dies as Result of 


of Bullet Wound Inflicted by Accident. 


Buried 


With Military Honors. 


The body of George Nicoll, Canadian 
war veteran, who died at his home in 
Andover, Saturday night as a result of 
the severing of an artery in his leg by a 
bullet, was laid at rest in Spring Grove 
cemetery Tuesday afternoon, after fu- 
neral services had been conducted by 
Rev. Frederick A. Wilson at the Free 
church, 

Norman McLeish represented An- 
dover Post 8, American Legion, at the 
funeral, and there was a delegation 
of ex-service men in attendance includ- 
ing William Holden, James Duncan, 
Elmer Davis, George Smalley, Wil- 
liam Renny, John Campbell, Wendall 
Kydd and James Moore. ‘The pall- 
bearers were former members of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Forces. A 
squad of legion men fired a_ volley 
over the grave and taps was sounded. 

Some circumstances in connection 
with the death of Nicoll led to the 
suspicion of possible foul play. Al- 
though Chief of Police Frank M. 
Smith was convinced from the start 
that the death of Nicoll was due to an 
accident, he decided in view of rumors 
which were afloat, and because of dif-

Get-Together Banquet 


The West church greeted the men 
of her parish in a great get-together 
banquet on Friday evening, December 
12th at the Grange Hall. The com- 
pany gathered in the upper hall where 
old acquaintances met and renewed their 
friendships and new-comers to the 
parish were cordially welcomed. The 
banquet was served by Caterer Weigel 
of Lawrence. During the supper hour 
the American Quartette of Lowell, Mr. 
Paschal, first tenor; Mr. Wirth, second 
tenor; G. E. Burns, baritone; Hany 
Priestly, bass, sang many selections. 
The march to supper and hunt for one’s 
place as designated by the place-cards 
was productive of much merriment and 
good fellowship.

Frederick Boutwell then answered to

upkeep of the church. As a church we 
have had our ups and downs and we 
have found the present method by far 
the most usécessful way of managing 
the finances. , 

Rev. Mr. Matthews then spoke on 
“The Present Day Needs of Church 
Attendance.’ As he rose to speak the 
whole company stood as a single person 
to show their love and appreciation of 
Mr. Matthew’s work jn the parish. 
Mr. Matthews summed his address up 
in this single sentence, “Finally, it is not 
money we need, my brothers, but we do 
need the heart-felt interest and co- 
operation of every man in the parish.”

Wood; Granville K. Cutler, Frank 
H:-Hardy--and--Arthur.. Boutwell..... The 
company then returned to the upper hall 
where a social hour was spent. If the 
object of the giving of this banquet is 
to be realized every man in the parish 
must help to keep the work going, each 
doing his part in his own way, but doing 
that part with a heartfelt interest for 
the successful upbuilding of the church 
and community. 


When Laymen are Interested 


In two ways the emphasis on lay men 
was apparent last Sunday night in 
Christ church when Sidney E, Bland- 
ford made his earnest address on *“The 
Function of the Layman.” The ad- 
dress showed it and the congregation 
numbered more men than women. Mr. 
Blandford is an authority in the world 
of business affairs, having lectured lately 
at Boston University in his special 
field. His words at this Advent service 
seemed authoritative too, when he 
spoke of the administrative opportuni- 
ties of laymen in the organized society 
of the Church, of their power for tinitia- 
tive and co-operation in the Church’s 
social, financial and religious effort. 
“Lt is for us to make Christianity live,

Sisters in the Clay 


“Common Clay,” the Harvard prize 
play, which has been adapted to the 
screen for Fannie Ward, has to do 
with the problem of a poor wage- 
earning girl who has been deprived 
of proper home influences, and the 
benefits of a good education. It is 
estimated that more than five million 
persons are familiar with the story, 
which has been shown on the stage in 
every city of 10,000 population and more 
It has been discussed from the pulpit 
and especially in social welfare gather- 
ings in universities. 

At such a recent gathering in Phila- 
delphia, one discerning woman ad- 
vanced the idea that the educated wo- 
man has a problem concerning her 
happiness equally as acute as the poor 
working girl. - In all of which Miss 
Ward heartily agrees. ‘The highly 
educated women, you see, literally sur- 
rounds herself-- with--obstaeles.---She--is. 


unmeasurably more difflcult to please | the average round trip, 320 miles. 


than her plainer, simpler sister. She 
has also a somewhat increased sense of 
independence in the feeling that she is 
more competent if need be to take care 
of herself. At the same time it is per- 
haps equally true that a relatively 
smaller number of men have the cour- 
age to think highly enough of them- 
selves to propose to her. And so the 
rule works both ways. 

“Just now because of the~ world 
war it is a transition time for all the in- 
dustries and all the occupations. This 
is especially the case with matters which 
most concern the new woman. The 
conditions, associations, methods, aims 
of education, are undergoing constant 
reconsideration and change. 

“One of the most important and 
absorbing of all the industries in Ameri- 
ca is that of education. And educated, 
women, married or unmarried, it is 
pointed out, are having a continually 
increased partnership in. it. 

‘‘Human nature, at any rate, is not 
likely to change. To marry and give 
in marriage is a fundamental need 
which no wholesome education, how- 
ever high or broad, can in the long run 
ever push far to one side. Which shows 
that, reduced to elementals, all of us 
differ in no wise from the girl in ‘Com- 
mon Clay.’ We are children of the 
one mother.”

ficulty in clearing up some phases of 
the case, to call in the state police. 
Richard J. Griffin of the state force 
came to Andover on Monday and spent 
several hours questioning members of 
the Nicoll family and neighbors with 
the result that at night he expressed 
himself as satisfied that death was due 
to the accidental -discharge of a_ re- 
volver which Nicoll was probably in 
the act of cleaning, fully confirming 
the stand taken by Chief Smith. 

Dr. George W. Dow, medical ex- 
aminer, who, in signing the death cer- 
tificate, gave “probable accidental shoot 
ing’’ as the cause of death, said: ‘‘While 
of course, I cannot say positively how 
the fatality occurred there is no question 
in my mind but that the shooting was 
accidental. Nicoll undoubtedly walked 
to one of the open windows:after he had 
shot himself and called for help, as one of 
the neighbors heard some one calling 
but paid no attention, thinking that it 
was some one shouting in the street.”’ 

Nicoll was found by his wife lying 
in a pool of blood at their home in 
Higgins court, Saturday night about 
8.00 o’clock. His brother William came 
home shortly afterward and he sum- 
moned Dr. E. C. Conroy, who, after a 
superficial examination, gave it as his 
opinion that Nicoll, who had been 
severely wounded a little over a year 
ago, had bled to death as result of the 
re-opening of an old shrapnel wound. 
The police were given that information 
and they in turn notified Medical 
Examiner Dow, who ordered the body 
turned over to Undertaker Everett W. 
Lundgren: On’Sunday; Dr: Dow made 
his examination of the body of Nicoll 
and it was then-diseovered that death 


Airmen Assist in Fire Control 


At the conclusion of the first season in 
which aviators have maintained an 
organized fire patrol in the United 
States, the officials of the Forest Ser- 
vice, United States Department of Agri- 
culture, state that the record made by 
the airplane has proved beyond ques- 
tion its effectiveness as an aid in dis- 
covering and locating forest fires. 

This new flying undertaking was per- 
formed by the Air Service of the War 
Department, with its personnel and 
equipment and at the expense of that 
organization. For three months unin- 
terrupted service was maintained, and a 
total of 745 flights covering 92,605 miles 
were made. Many fires were discovered, 
located, and reported in advance of the 
regular Forest Service detection organi- 
zation. 

Six patrol routes covering national 
forest areas of high value in California 
were followed, and twice each day, six 
Curtis airplanes covered the better part 
of 9,000,000 acres of rough, mountain- 
ous, heavily timbered country. The 
average..non-stop...run..was..160_ miles;
